By May of 1877 
they had fallen nearly to $10,000,000. 
In-the last three years the assess- 
ments paid on ‘the Comstock shares 
amount to over $20,000,000. The bul- 
lion product for the same period ex- 
ceeds $62,000,000. Looking at the 
Comstock as a whole, in the light ofa 
vast mine, it has proved a good prop- 
erty. Whether it will continue re- 
numerative remains to be seen.

A FRUITFUL FISH. 


Prof. Brooks of Baltimore lectured 
recently before the Fish Culture As- 
sociation of New York on “The Oys- 
ter,” and stated many interesting facts. 
In speaking of the spawn of 
the oyster he said: They were 
so diminutive that 500,000 of 
them could swim around in the 
watch crystal. The single oyster 
yields from 1,000,000 to 50,000,000 
oysters, according to size. A fair av- 
erageis probably about 9,000,000— 
the professor could not be positive as 
toa million or so. The oyster sexu- 
ally matures in one year, when about 
the size of a silver half dollar. When 
the shells first formed 125,000,000 
would only fill a cubic inch of space. 

In answer to a question why oysters 
were not healthy except inthe “r” 
months, the Professor said they soon

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IS INTEMPERANCE INCREASING? 


In Providence, R. I., John B. 
Gough recent! y gave as his opinion 
that drunkenness in this country has 
increased in the last quarter of a cen- 
tury, and is greater than it was thirty- 
six years ago. But allowance must be 
made for the great increase in popula- 
tion within this period. It is certain 
thata great change of public senti- 
ment has taken place in that time us 
regards intoxication.

Gradually the feeling has 
grown up that a man who gets drunk 
forfeits respect. It is a _ very 
wholesome sentiment.

HOW TO STOP SMOKING, 


Many a man has tried to renounce 

tobacco, and after a few days of absti- 
nence, has returned to the weed with 
greater relish than ever. The habit 
of smoking is very hard to break up. 
[It has been called a vice, but it is by 
no means Certain that it is one. There 
are thousands of able physicians who 
think that the moderate use of good 
tebacco by adults, so far from being 
an evil, is a positive benefit. But it is 
net the purpose of this brief article to 
defend the use of tobacco. Its ob- 
ject is to point out to the smoker 
who desires to ‘‘reform,” how he may 
‘gradually wean himself from the 
weed. The method is the discovery 
of a Boston man, and is thus des- 
cribed by the New York Times: 

‘Let us suppose that a smoker who 
desires to reform is in the habit of be- 
gining to smoke, say at 8o’clock every 
morning. Let him begin his refor- 

_ mation on Monday morning by light- 
ing his first cigar at five minutes after 
eight. During the day he will smoke 


whenever he feels so disposed, but be 


careful to go to bed at his usual hour. 
On Tuesday he will begin to smoke at 
precisely 8:10 a. m., and on Wednes- 
day at 8:15. He will steadily perse- 
vere in this course, smoking his first 
cigar five minutes later every day. 
At the end of a fortnight he will find 
that he is smoking one cfgar less than 
he has been in the habit of doing, and 
that his cigar has vanished easily and 
imperceptibly from those daily con- 
sumed by him.”

A NEW RAILROAD. 


The South Pacitic Coast Railroad 
(narrow-gauge) is nearly completed. 
The road extends from Alameda to 
Santa Cruz. It skirts the shore of 
San Franciseo bay to San Jose, and 
thence goes straight to the Santa Cruz 
mountains, which it pierces with sev- 
eral tunnels, aud finds its way down 
through a narrow canyon to the city 
of Santa Cruz, one of the most charm- 
ing seaside resorts on the Pacific coast. 
The trip over the Santa Cruz mount- 
ains commands some magnificent 
views, and near the terminus there is 
a grove of superb redwoods, one of 
them 270 feet in height and over sixty 
in circumference. Ferry boats from 
San Francisco connect with the trains 
at Alameda. The first through trains 
will be run this week, and the whole 
road will very soon be open to regu- 
lar traffic. The 8. P. C. R. R. isa 
little over eighty miles long, and the 
schedule time between the two enda 
is about three hours anda half. The 


completion of this read should give a 
great impetus to Santa Cruz as a place 
of popular summer resort, 


SPREADING OUT, 


Reno's business men are taking a 
great deal of interest in the building 
of the roads which are to connect us 
with southern Oregon. A little mon- 
ey will build a road over. the divide 
between Goose Lake and Surprise 
valley, making a line that would be 
open winter and summer. The re- 
port was circulated here that the Sur- 
prise valley folks would use the road 
to go to Redding more than the Ore- 
gon folks would to come to Reno. Mr. 
Calderwood and Mr. Murphy, and all 
who know anything about it, say that 
this would be impossible, as the Red- 
ding route is over high ranges cover- 
ed with snow most of the year and is 
always a hard road, while the Reno 
road is an easy one, free from snow, 
and unusually free from mud and 
dust. The road would undoubtedly 
bring business this way and should 
be built. The same may be said of 
the road to Alturas over the Madeline 
Plains. Both roads should be built, 
and no doubt will be before long. 


THE COMSTOCK SITUATION. 


The Gold Hill News says there are 
thousands of tons of ore above the 600 
foot level of the Comstock lode which 
cannot be worked at a profit.

Fitzgerald’s Trial Postponed. 


Barnard Fitzgerald appeared in the 
District Court Saturday to answer 
to the indictment for the murder of 
Thomas Laswell. He pleaded “Not 
guilty.” Wm. Woodburn of Virginia 
appeared for the prisoner, associated 
with Mr. Haydon. Application was 


made for a continuance, and upon the 
statement of the District Attorney 
that he believed that sufficient cause 
existed for the granting of the mo- 
tion, the Court ordered the case set 
for Sept. 13. 

Fitzgerald has suffered a little from 
sickness since his arrest, but is in fair 
heal.h now. It is probable that when 
}the case comes up again, application 
will be made fora change of venue, 
and as there are good grounds for it, 
the motion would very likely be grant- 
ed. It is uncertain when the case 
will come to trial. 


The theory of the defence will prob- 
ably be that- the shot which killed 
Luswell was accidental.

The prospect tor stock. raisers in 
Lassen and Modoc counties is very 
yloomy, says the Mountain Review.

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J. J. QUINN FIRES THREE SHOTS AT 
S, BEEMER. 


Full Particulars of the Affair—Quinn’s 
Story—Beemer Refuses to Make Any 
Complaint—What The Spectators 
Say—The Case in Court. 


’ 


The encounter between J. J. Quinn 
and S. Beemer occurred at so late an 
hour on Saturday that the GAZETTE 
was unable to give the particulars 
that evening. Mr. Beemer has since 
been asked by a reporter to make a 
statement in regard to the affair, but 
has declined todo so. The facts of 
the affair as nearly as can be ascer- 
tained from bystanders are as follows: 
Quinn was seen with a pistol in his 
hand, standing on the sidewalk in 
front of the Truckee Market. He 
fired three shots at Beemer, who kept 
within the shop. The first ball was 
stopped by a heavy memorandum 
book in a side pocket of Beemer’s 
coat, The second ball cut through 
the clothing of his left side near the 
waist. The third passed the hips in 
front. Each ball cut its way through 
Beemer’s clothes. The pistol used 
was one of the self-cocking pattern. 
The first shot would have probably 
proved fatal had not its course been 
arrested by the book. As soon as it 
was fi Beemer seized Quinn 
and the other two shots followed 
while the men were struggling to- 
gether. Mr. Fulmer, who was stand- 
ing near, rushed in and seizedQuinn after 
the third shot. Beemer then struck 
Quinn over the head, whereupon Ful- 
mer released Quinn and took hold of 
Beemer. Mr. Fulmer took sides with 
neither of the men, and interfered sim- 
ply to stop the fight. 

BEEMER’S SIDE OF THE STORY. 


Beemer’s friends say that he is en- 
tirely justified for his share in the af- 
fair by Quinn’s previous conduct. 
They state that the boy Detrick over 
whom the trouble originated was bad- 


ly used by Quinn, who kept him hard 
at work and gave him no pay. Det- 
rick left Quinn after sixteen months 
of such usage and went to Bodie,where 
he obtained employment with Gilson, 
Barber & Co. Quinn then wrote to 
the Bodie firm, referring to the boy as 
a hoodlum and giving him so bad a 
character that he was immediately dis- 
charged. This letter, it is claimed, 
was a malicious and cowardly libel. 
As Beemer and Quinn are each mar- 
ried toa sister of Detrick, Quinn’s 
treatment of the boy made a family 
guarrel. On Saturday morning Mr. 
Barber of the Bodie firm passed 
through Reno on his way home, and 
showed Quinn’s slanderous letter to 
Beemer and others. Itclosed with an 
injunction to keep its authorship a 
secret and was signed “J. J. Quinn.” 
It was because of this letter that Bee- 
mer determined to “talk to” Quinn, 
with the result already stated. Quinn 
says that he and Beemer had not spo 
ken before in seven months. 

No complaint against Quinn was 
made by anybody until Sunday morn- 
ing, Beemer refusing to make one 


himself. On Sunday Constable Avery / 
dodged a complaint, charging Quinn 


with an assault tocommit murder. He 
then arrested him and took him before 
Justice Young. Quinn was put un- 
der bonds of $2,000 to appear for ex- 
amination, his sureties being A. J. 
Clark and Bosch, the tinman. A Ga- 
ZETTE reporter called upon Quinn 
Monday, and the following is his 
version of the matter: 


“QUINN'S EXPLANATION OF THE QUAR- 
REL. 


Quinn said in substance that bis 


and Beemer’s brother-in-law, Eddie | 


Detrick, a boy of 18, came to learn 


his trade with him in July, 1878. The, 


agreement was that no wages were to 
be paid during the boy’s apprentice- 
ship. He was to have his board and 
washing for his work. Beemer con- 
alantly interfered between Quinn and 
the boy, telling the latter he ought to 
have wages, and making him dissatis- 
fied with his place. e boy stayed 
with Quinn 16 months. After the 
fire he was instigated by Beemer to 
ask for $10 a month, which Quinn 
refused to pay. Detrick began keep- 
ing late hours, and one night when he 
came home at one o’clock, Quinn told 
him that he must reform or leave. 
The next day the boy left. Subse- 
quently he went to Bodie and got work 
with Gi'son, Barber & Co. Quinn 
then wrote a letter] to them, teiling 
what he koew about the boy. Bee- 
amer bad ever since been talking about 
Quinn and calling him bard names. 
Quinn had heard that Beemer had 
been threatening him. Beemer cal- 
led at Quinn’s place last Friday to see 
him, but Quinn was out. On Friday 
night O. H. Perry heard Beemer Bay 
that he meant ‘‘tosbut of Quinn’s 
wind,” and use like expressions con- 
cerning him. Perry told Quinn the 
game night what Beemer had said. 
Quinn told Perrv that he would go 
well-heeled and look out for Beemer, 
as he thought he meant mischief. 
Quinn carried a piste] with him all 
day Saturday. 


QUINN’S ACCOUNT OF THE SHOOTING. 


‘‘About half past three o'clock on 
Saturday afternoon,” said Quinn, “I 


wentacross the street to Flint’s for 
some steak. I had just paid for it 
when Beemer stepped in and asked 
in a rougly way what I meant by writ- 
ing that letter to Bodie about the boy. 
I told him it was none of his business. 
Then he called me a:s— o. a. b— and 
G—d—cur, I teld him to shave his 
head and put a — plaster on it, Bee- 
mer continued to call me all the 
names he could think of, and I kept 
moving out of the shop. I took the 
meat over to my shop and came right 
back. I had the pistol with me all 
the time in the val of my overalls. 
When I came back Beemer was squat- 
ted down on the doorstep. I went 
up to him and said: ‘Beemer, I don’t 
propose to have you call me names and 
abuse me.’ Beemer answered: ‘What 
are you going to do about it?’ I said: 
‘T'll do a damn 4, en it.’ Bee- 
mer then jumped k into the shop, 
shoved his left hand into the side 
pocket of his coat, and said as he took 
a step forward ‘Turn her loose, you 
s—o.a.b—.’

The Only Session at Which No Pardons 
Were Granted, 


From theWarson Appeal. 


‘The Board of Pardons, which con 
sists of the Governor, the three Su- 
preme Judges and the Attorney Gene- 
ral, met Tuesday at 11 o'clock a. m., 
and were in session until 8 o’clock in 
the afternoon. Full Board present. 

In the case of application for com- 
mutation of sentence of John Hamil- 
ton, action was postponed until next 
regular meeting. 

W. C. Burton, application for par- 
don withdrawn on account of irregu- 
larity. Burton was sent from Eureka 
county for three years, on a corivic- 
tion of grand larceny, got one addit- 
ional year for prison-breaking, and has 
served about two years and eight 
months. 

George R. Hutchinson, the Reno den- 
tist who came to Carson and hacked 
his wife up with acarving knife, was 
denied a pardon on a unanimous vote. 

In the case of George Roth, for 
murder, action postponed till next 
regular meeting. 

In S. L. Wixom’s case, action 
postponed till next regular meeting. 

Clarke Cowell, burglary, application 
denied by unanimous vote. 

Wm. McLear, for attempt at rape, 
and W. C. Chamberlain, for robbery, 
both denied pardons. 

In the case of Ah Chou (‘‘China 
Joe”), sentenced for murder, applica- 
tion denied. The prisoner bas served 
fourteen years and has a credit of 
three years more, which, however,does 
not count in a life sentence. 

In the matter of the application for 


‘commutation of the death sentence of 


Charles Westley Hymer, convicted of 
murder, the Board denied by a unani- 
mous yote. Hymer killed T. K. West 
in Paradise Valley, Humboldt county. 
on May 4th, 1879. He was convicted 
of murder in the first d in Octo- 
ber of the same year, and was senten- 
ced to be hanged on the 27th of this 
month, at Winnemucca. The Board 
having declined to commute Hymer’s 
sentence, he will suffer the death pen- 
alty at the date and place above des- 
ignated. Hymer is about thirty-three 
years of age and formerly lived at Day- 
ton, Lyon county. 

G. ardy and Dennis Toohig were 
restored to citizenship, having served 
out their terms of sentence. 

It is worthy of mention that the 
Board of Pardons Tuesday didn’t grant 
a single application, sometbing, we 
believe, which has never before occur- 
red.

FARMING AT LOVELOCKS. 


The Number of Acres Under Cultiva- 
tion—Agricultural Operations—Good 
prospects of a Bountiful Harvest. 


Last week we took a trip through 
the lower part of the meadows. We 
found everybody busy, good natured, 
and hopeful of an abundant harvest. 
Mr. Craig, with but little help, is cul- 
tivating about 150 acres. We noticed : 
that his stock are in good condition. 

To see Mr, Marzen’s farm is to be- 
come imbued with a strong desire to 
try that kind of business, From his 
fine residence and mammoth barn, to 
the smallest detail of farming, is ex- 
hibited an evidence of plenty, applied 
with care and discrimination, The 
whole place looks “‘ship shape.” Last 
summer I saw on his farm a field of 
160 acres of alfalfa. It was the most 
attractive fieid I over saw. The stock 


looked well fed. 

Mr. Van Reede has 140 acres under 
cultivation, The farm looks well 
managed, and a number of men were 
busy plewing, cleaning out ditches, 
etc. is is the only farm on which 
there is a wind mill. It is used to ir- 
rigate trees or shrubbery. 

Called on Peter Anker and his bride 
aod found them very comfortably set- 
tled. Mr, Anker is cultivating about 
70 acres, and I think he will find it 
more prefitable than building school 
houses. : 

We. had the pleasure of partaking 
of the hospitalit of Mr. and Mrs. 
John Reéde. Mr. Reede and Mr. 
Lawrence are putting in over 100 
acres. They have a model chicken 
house and it is well stocked with 
chickens and turkeys. They have al- 
ready 80 acres of grain in, and were 
busy irrigating. Mr. Marker is sow- 
ing his land mostly to alfalfa and will 
go into stock raising. Mr. Emmons 
has already about 200 acres under cul- 
tivation. Mr. Grannis has about 160 
acres uuder cultivation, Mr. Larson 
the same. Lowery, Trenton and At- 
tenger each 100. John Harrison, 90; 
Robert St. Clair, 150. These figures 
may net be exact, but are the nearest 
we could get. It will give some idea 
ofthe farming done here this spring. 
There are others we should like to 
mention but fear we may be to lengthy. 

The prospects of an abundance of 
water and tlie present hot weather are 
causing us to renew our faith in farm- 
ing in this part of the countcy.

THE SHEEP MARKET. 


Losses During the Winter—The Survi- 
vors in Poor (ondition, and High 
Prices Rulings 


J. C, Cutting, well-known as a large 
dealer in sheep, is in town, in attend- 
‘ance upon the District Court as a wit- 
ness in the case of Buckley vs. Buck- 
ley. His brother George is on their 
range at Pyramid lake, looking after 
the sheep they have wintered there, 
Mr.Cutting states that the sheep at Pyr- 
amid have suffered severely this win 
ter. He does not yet kuow the exact 
loss, but estimates that out of their 


band at Pyramid, which numbered. 
over 6,000, at least 600, or ten per 
cent. of the whole, have died. They 
also have a band at Dayton, where 
the loss has not been so great. Of 
_ there, about eighty have perish- 
ed, 
Owing to the severity of the winter, 
the sheep on this side of the Sierra have 
been reduced to such poor condition 
that they are unfit for market, and in 
consequence the supply of mutton for 
western Nevada and Bodie now all 
comes from California. Mr. Cutting 
buys extensively in southern Califor- 
nia. He had just received here 650 
sheep from San Bernardino, which 
are now on the way to Bodie. They 
cost $3 50 per headin San Barnar- 
dino, and the expense of freight, com- 
mission, ete., from that point to 
Reno is from $1 75 to $1 90 per 
head. They bring about $6 in ie, 
which leaves a very small margin: for 

rofit. Sheep are very high this year. 

nly afew seasons back they were 
selling at $1 per head on the ranges 
in Nevada. 

The Cutting Bros. were some months 
ago notified by Indian Agent Syencer 
to vacate their range at Pyramid, on 
the ground that it was within the lim- 
its of the Indian reservation.
